Here is some information about our upcoming events:

Earth Week

LLF will celebrate Earth Week from April 17-21, 2006. Each day will have a theme
or special event for the children to learn about our environment and how to take
care of it. We have arranged to get nature kits from the Lake Erie Nature and



Science Center and Leap kits from the library. Each classroom will have one of
these kits each day. The NASA Aerobus will be in our parking lot on Monday
morning (April 17) for the Puppies, Preschoolers, and Kindergartners to go on and
watch a movie related to our environment. NASA also plans fo give the children
crayons, cups, and seeds. The entire schedule of events is attached fo this email.

Parents-Teacher Conferences:

LLF will hold parent-teacher conferences during the week of May 22-26 for all
classrooms except Kindergarten. We encourage you to sign up for a conference
time with your child's teacher to discuss his/her progress throughout the year and
discuss any concerns. Sign up sheets will be posted in the classrooms.

Spring Portraits:

We have arranged for Lifetouch to take spring portraits of the children. Last year,
Lifetouch had two backgrounds: spring flowers and cap/gown for graduating
children. They will be here to take pictures on May 18 and 19. More information on
portrait dates and backgrounds will be coming.

Graduation:

We will be holding our annual graduation ceremony for LLF Kindergartners and
Tigers on June 9, 2006 at 10:00 am at the NASA Glenn picnic grounds. LLF
provides a graduation gown for the children, and parents will be asked to purchase a
cap and tassel which the children will keep. The children will all do a small song and
will receive diplomas. Food will be served afterward. This is always a very special
event. More information will be given to parents in May.

Summer Transitions:

We will soon be transitioning into our summer camp program, which also means a
slight transition for preschoolers too. Our summer camp will begin on June 12™.
Most pre-K children and Kindergartners will be attending summer camp. The
summer camp will take up 3 classrooms: the current Preschool 2 room (Maureen and
Sharyl), the current Preschool 3 classroom (Donna and Tim) and the gym. So, the
preschool children who are currently with Ms. Sharyl will transition as a group over
to the Kindergarten classroom. Kindergarten will no longer be in session, so this
becomes a preschool class. The current preschool children with Ms. Donna will
transition to the Preschool 1 room (Anita and Cathy). Ms. Anitad’s children will
remain where they are.

We transition the children with their current groups so that they can stay together.
Then, at the end of summer, they will all transition back to their original classrooms.

If your child is transitioning, you will be notified again as that day approaches.



For all children in all other classrooms, they will not be transitioning for the
summer. We plan to be at full enrollment. The teachers in these classrooms will
adjust their curriculum to meet the needs of the growing children in their care
until they do transition at the end of summer. We will notify parents when we
transition children.

New Staff Members:

We are happy to have 2 new staff members at LLF. Ms. Ashley Vallee is a new
afternoon/evening Bunny teacher. Ashley has gotten to know the babies very well
and is doing a super job. Ms. Jennifer Vitou is our new Duckling room fteacher.
Jennifer has a degree in Early Childhood Education just like Ms. Aurea (her co-
teacher). They are doing a fabulous job with our little Ducklings. We welcome
them to LLF!

Dear Parents,

As the school year draws to a close, so does the term of the 2005-2006 Board of
Trustees.

This past year the Board worked hard with Maureen and Carm in tying up loose ends
regarding the move to our new building, such as developing new Safety and Security
Plans, fixing landscaping issues, and advocating for building repairs. With the help
of many parents, our committees were successful this year as well. The Fundraising
Committee was extremely aggressive in earning funds and spending them on items
directly benefiting our children - computers, sandbox covers, and shade sails
(coming soon). The Teacher Appreciation Committee was active in recognizing our
teachers and showing them how important they are to us. Thanks to all who helped
out this year.

Early in the year, LLF faced its first-ever enrollment shortfall and resulting budget
deficit. With the support and understanding of the parents, the budget was
readjusted by program cuts and modifications, expense tightening, tuition increase,
and changes to enrollment eligibility policies. With NASA support, we were
successful in expanding the enrollment eligibility of children to LLF in two ways.
Grandchildren of NASA civil servant and contractor employees are now able to
attend LLF. Further, once a child is enrolled at LLF, they have lifetime eligibility.
Currently, children are enrolled at LLF under both of these new provisions.

The future of LLF can only continue with your support. Please consider nominating
yourself for a Board position for the 2006-2007 term.

Lastly, a big thank-you to Maureen and Carm for all of their dedication o the
children of LLF. Also, thank you to the current 2005-2006 Board for their service
to LLF - especially Tonyia Williams and Michelle Williamson for their multiple years
on the Board.

Out of this World Kid's Corner Activity
(idea submitted by Concha Reid)

FLUBBER

Here is a fun and easy recipe for Flubber. Try this experiment with your kids to
help teach them about solids and liquids. Flubber is neither a solid nor a liquid! It is
a polymer. It is very elastic. You and your kids will have a great time playing with it!

In alarge container, mix: 1% cups warm water
2 cups glue
Food coloring

In a small container, mix: 11/3 cups warm water
3 teaspoons Borax (must be Borax)
*you can find Borax in the laundry detergent aisle

Pour the smaller mixture into the larger mixture and mix with a spoon. Have
children mix and knead the mixture with their hands. A tablespoon of liquid or more
may be leftover. Stretch it, roll it into a ball, bounce it, and discover lots of other
ways to have fun with Flubber! Keep Flubber away from carpets and hair. Use white
vinegar to remove it if it sticks. Flubber can be stored in an airtight container for
up to three weeks. You can divide the recipe to make smaller portions.
